PITCHfORK 

MUSKFESnVAL

Pitchfork Music Festival kicks off its 
second decade with an eclectic Hneup 
expected to draw more than 50,000 
fans to Union Park in the West Town 
neighborhood this weekend. 

Beach House, Sufjan Stevens and 
FKA Twigs are among the acts slated 
to perform at the three-day festival, 
which is set to start Friday afternoon. 
Last year’s fest drew a sell-out crowd for 
40 -plus acts. 

Gates are scheduled to open at 3 p.m. 
Friday and noon Saturday and Sunday 
The main gate is on Ashland Avenue 
south of Lake Street. The box office 
is slated to open at i p.m. Friday and 
II a.m. Saturday and Sunday 

From prohibited items to after- 


shows, the Tribune reviews Pitchfork 
do’s and don’ts. 

TICKETS 

Three-day passes ($165) and single-day 
tickets ($65) were available for purchase 
via Ticketfly as of press time, though 
Saturday tickets are expected to sell 
out. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The Chicago Transit Authority plans 
to offer extra bus and rail service. The 
closest train stop to Union Park is the 
CTAs Ashland station on the Green 
and Pink lines. 

Longer trains are slated to operate 
throughout the weekend on the Green 
and Pink lines. Expect longer trains at 


various times on the Red and Blue lines. 
More frequent service is planned for 
the Pink Line. 

Extra service is scheduled for the 
No. 9-Ashland bus route. 

Bike parking is set for a space near 
the corner of Ashland Avenue and Lake 
Street. 

The Divvy bike-share program is 
scheduled to offer valet service 5 to 
II p.m. Eriday and noon to 5:30 p.m. 
Saturday and Sunday. 

SEVERE WEATHER PLANS 

The festival, which is in its nth year, 
has a monitoring and communication 
system set up for severe weather. 

Officials say they work with security 
staff in the event of an evacuation to 


help attendees get to locations near the 
park. 

Thousands of fans were briefly evacu- 
ated on the second day of last year’s fes- 
tival. Though there was some confusion 
about where to seek shelter and when 
gates reopened. Pitchfork president 
Chris Kaskie said there was no change 
in policies after last year’s evacuation. 

“Our entire focus remains on the 
safety of our attendees, artists and all 
involved,” Kaskie said in a statement. 

AFTER-SHOWS 

After-shows are scheduled at Constel- 
lation, Beat Kitchen and Subterranean, 
among other spots. Girl Band, Woods, 
Sun Ra Arkestra and Porches are some 
of the artists set to perform.

Dozens dead after truck hits crowd in France

A truck drove onto the sidewalk and plowed 
through a crowd of Bastille Day revelers whod 
gathered to watch fireworks in the French re- 
sort city of Nice late Thursday in what some 
officials and eyewitnesses described as a de- 
liberate attack. The president of the Nice re- 
gion said at least 6o people were killed, 

Sylvie Toffin, a press officer with the local 
government, said that the truck “hit several 
people on a long trip” down the sidewalk near 
Nice’s Palais de la Mediterranee, a building 
that fronts the beach. She called the incident 
“an attack.” Nice regional president Eric Ci- 
otti said on France Info radio, “It’s a scene of 
horror,” and he gave a figure of 6o dead. He 
said he was speaking from the scene. 

Nice prosecutor Jean-Michel Prette said 
bodies are strewn about along the roadway 
However, he stopped short of calling it an at- 
tack, while acknowledging that “it has many 
ingredients of an attack that allow us to think 
that.” 

Wassim Bouhlel, a Nice native, said that he 
saw a truck drive into the crowd. 


“There was carnage on the road,” Bouhlel 
said. “Bodies everywhere.” 

Images circulating on social media showed 
grisly scenes of piles of bodies in the street. 
The president of the Provence Alpes Cote 
d’Azur regional council, Christian Estrosi, 
said in a message posted to Twitter that dozens 


of people appeared to have been killed. 

Bouhlel said he saw a man emerge with a 
gun and start shooting, but Toffin said that “to 
my knowledge” there was no gunfire. 

The Interior Ministry in Nice said that 
about too people were injured and that the 
truck’s driver was shot by pofice. 


There was no immediate claim of respon- 
sibility for the bloodshed, although jihadist 
networks were celebrating it on social media. 

Erance was rocked by a devastating terror- 
ist attack in November, when heavily armed 
suicide bombers killed 130 people in sev- 
eral places around Paris. The Islamic State 
claimed responsibility for that attack, the 
worst bloodshed on French soil since World 
War II. 

In March, Islamic State attackers killed 
32 people in suicide bombings at the Brussels 
airport and a metro station. 

News footage from the scene of the Nice 
incident showed the truck’s windshield rid- 
dled with bullet holes. 

Analysts noted that the Islamic State has 
called on its followers to kill civilians in West- 
ern countries by any means possible, includ- 
ing vehicular attacks. 

Police said people in the vicinity should 
stay home and follow instructions from au- 
thorities. 

The Interior Ministry denied reports of a 
hostage-taking at a hotel and restaurant in Nice.

CHICAGO’S HOOPVILLE WARRIORS AIM TO WIN, REPRESENT CITY WELL IN 3RD TBT TOURNAMENT

Many people are familiar with the phrase 
“Ball is Life.” But if you live in Chicago, a city 
that has been plagued by crime and violence 
for decades, then you know that basketball 
has saved countless Uves. If it weren’t for the 
game, many of the city’s best players may not 
have had an opportunity to live their dreams 
and could’ve easily found themselves on the 
wrong side of the law or worse. That’s why 
basketball is such a needed and important 
outlet in Chicago, and it’s also the reason the 
Hoopville Warriors will come together for the 
third consecutive summer to compete in the 
TBTTournament. 

If you’re not familiar, the 64-team TBT 


Tournament started in 2014 with a prize of 
$500,000 going to the squad who could sur- 
vive gruehng competition in one of the four 
pre-established regions (South, West, North- 
east, Midwest) and make it all the way to the 
championship round for a winner-take-all 
title game. Most of the teams are largely com- 
prised of former Division I college players and 
guys who have gone on to play professional 
basketball at every level, including the NBA. 

TBT was such a success in its inaugural 
summer that the following year, in 2015, the 
prize money went up to $i million. This sum- 
mer, $2 milhon will go to the winning squad, 
and ESPN will dedicate a fair amount of cov- 
erage of the games on its family of networks. 


The Hoopville Warriors’ general manager 
is Brother Rice alumnus and former Colorado 
State University guard Britt Booker, who runs 
a basketball and Hfe skills academy under the 
same Hoopville moniker in Southern Illinois. 
The Warriors feature players from many of 
Chicago’s roughest neighborhoods on the 
South and West sides, but they share a bond 
that resembles more of a brotherhood than a 
collection of talents who just happen to be on 
the same team. 

Rico Hill, one of the Hoopville Warriors’ 
elder statesmen, so to speak, is a Chicago bas- 
ketball legend in his own right. He played with 
Booker at Brother Rice in the mid-’qos and 
went on to play at Illinois State before begin- 


ning his professional career overseas. When 
the team was first assembled, Booker was in 
charge of the GM-related logistics and duties, 
while HMl’s main job was to put together a ros- 
ter that could compete and win it all. 

“I was stiU actively playing ball in and 
around the city when Britt came to me with 
the idea of getting a team in the TBT,” Hill 
told RedEye. “So that first year, I pretty much 
got the guys together for the Warriors squad 
because I was still in the game, and Britt did 
all the legwork as far as setting us up to actu- 
ally be able to play in the tournament.” 

In 2014, the Hoopville Warriors had a de- 
cent showing, making it to the second round 
before being eliminated on a heartbreaking 
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buzzer beater. Last summer, the Warriors lost 
again in the second round— ironicall); on an- 
other buzzer beater— to a team from Indiana 
boasting an impressive contingent of former 
Notre Dame basketball players. After two 
consecutive summers of TBT experience, 
HoopvUle knows what mindset they need to 
have each and every game if they’re going to 
be victorious this time around. 

“Going into every game, we’re going to 
have a defensive mindset,” HrU said. “For 
40 minutes, we’re going to make people earn 
every inch of the court. When you play the 
HoopviUe Warriors, we want every team to 
know that nothing is going to come easy On 
offense, we just want to be patient, work the 
ball around and get the best shot possible; just 
keep things real simple.” 

You would think that in a tournament full 
of players who have competed at the highest 
levels of basketball there would be a lot of 
ego involved. But that doesn’t describe the 
Warriors, who understand that their great- 
est strength is not their individual talent, 
but their unity as team. Credit their South 
Side and West Side roots with helping them 
fully understand and embrace the concept of 
strength in numbers. 

“I think our team is really inspirational for 
Chicago,” HUl said. “We’re all in with this, 
and that’s not something you see every day 
in this city Sometimes people do things be- 
cause they’re in it for the money, the fame or 
to use it as a stepping stool to something else. 
They’re not totally invested in what they’re 
doing because they have other motives. But 
our team is fully committed to each other and 
repping Chicago the best way we can, win 
or lose. That’s what I think truly makes our 
squad special.” 

Should the Warriors win. Hill, who cur- 
rently works in the Juvenile Corrections De- 
partment, win use some of his earnings to con- 
tinue making an impact on the lives of at-risk 


kids in some of Chicago’s roughest communi- 
ties, something he can fully relate to. 

“I was one of those kids,” HiU explained. 
“I had my run-ins with the law at a young age. 
But those experiences actually forced me into 
a better situation. Now I work with kids in the 
juvenile correction system between the ages of 
13 and 17, and I try to do something every day 
to make a difference in their Hves. Alot of time 
people will write these kids off because of the 
things they’ve done, without really knowing 
their stories on how they got to this point in 
their Hfe in the first place. It’s dehumanizing, 
and I want to help change that perspective.” 

The HoopviUe Warriors kick off their first 
game of the TBT Tournament on Saturday 
in the Midwest Regional. Eight first-round 
games wiU be held at the Shannon Center on 
the St. Xavier University campus on Saturday 
begirming at 9 a.m. Four second-round games 
will be played at St. Xavier on Sunday, begin- 
ning at II a.m. 

The nth seed Warriors aren’t the only team 
featuring local talent to be on the lookout for. 
The “120 Sports” squad features Northwest- 
ern alums Drew Crawford, Michael “Juice” 
Thompson and Craig Moore. “The Bluegrass 
Boys” out of Kentucky will be led by former 
Kentucky Wildcat and Bulls point guard Mar- 
quis Teague. Then there’s the “Spartan He- 
roes,” who boast an impressive lineup of for- 
mer Michigan State stars, including Charlie 
Bell, Travis Walton, Delvon Roe and Derrick 
Nix. 

If you can’t make it out to St. Xavier, don’t 
worry All of the TBT regional games will 
be broadcast on Facebook Live by Whistle 
Sports, another partner in the tournament. 
Expect this year’s action to be more intense 
than ever with so much money on the line, 
and root for the HoopviUe Warriors to bring 
home not only the prize purse, but the trophy 
as well.

'Game of Thrones’ leads 
Emmy nominations

Power-and-blood fantasy saga “Game of 
Thrones” ruled the Emmy Award nominations 
Thursday with a leading 23 hids, including hest 
drama, while a real-life epic of murder and ce- 
lehrity “The People y. OJ. Simpson,” was close 
behind with 22 nods. 

“Game of Thrones” gets the chance to win 
its second top Emmy, while “Veep,” last year’s 
top comedy winner, also will get another shot 
at holding office and with 17 nominations was 
the comedy leader. 

Breakthrough nominations include a best 
comedy series nod for sophomore “Black-ish,” 
which brought the African-American family 
sitcom back to network TV, with bids as well 
for its stars, Anthony Anderson— who an- 
nounced the awards Thursday and read his own 
name with glee— and his co-star Tracee EUis 
Ross. 

They were among a number of black actors 
recognized by TV academy voters, who have 
started to keep pace with TV’s growing diver- 
sity-in sharp contrast to moviedom’s Acad- 
emy Awards, which were slammed as “Oscars 
So White” this year. 

Viola Davis, the “How to Get Away with 
Murder” star who last year became the first 
woman of color to win a best drama actress tro- 
phy was nominated again. So was “Empire” star 
Taraji P. Henson. 

Rami Malek, of Egyptian descent, earned a 
top drama acting nod for his role in “Mr. Ro- 
bot,” which also will compete for drama hon- 
ors. Aziz Ansari received a lead comedy acting 
bid for his series “Master of None,” a first for an 
Indian-American actor, and the show received 
a best comedy series nomination. 

But there were no major acting nods for any 


other Asian-American actors, including the 
stars of “Fresh Off the Boat,” or for Latinos, 
which has been a recurrent Emmy pattern. 

“Game of Thrones” and “Mr. Robot” wiU 
compete with “Better Call Saul,” “Home- 
land,” “House of Cards,” “The Americans” and 
“Downton Abbey” the last a nod for its fare- 
well season. But the final season of “The Good 
Wife” was not recognized, and star Julianna 
MarguUes also was snubbed. 

“The Americans,” which gained in attention 
last season, also earned bids for its stars, Keri 
Russell and Matthew Rhys. 

Besides Russell, Davis and Henson, lead 
drama actress bids went to Claire Danes for 
“Homeland” and Tatiana Maslany for “Orphan 
Black.” 

Malek and Rhys wiU be competing with Kev- 
in Spacey for “House of Cards,” Kyle Chandler 
for “Bloodline,” Bob Odenkirk for “Better Call 
Saul” and Liev Schreiber for “Ray Donovan.” 

On the comedy side, “Veep,” “Black-ish” and 
“Master of None” will tussle for the trophy with 
five-time champ “Modern FamUy” “Transpar- 
ent,” “SUicon Valley” and “Unbreakable Kimmy 
Schmidt.” 

A top acting nod for “Veep” star JtUia Louis- 
Dreyfus gives her the chance to score her fifth 
consecutive win and set a record. 

She and Ross wiU be competing with EUie 
Kemper for “Unbreakable Kimmy Schmidt,” 
Laurie Metcalf for “Getting On,” Amy Schum- 
er for “Inside Amy Schumer” and LUy ToirUin 
for “Grace and Frankie.” 

The Sept. 18 Emmy show wUl be broadcast 
live on ABC at 6 p.m., hosted by Jimmy Kim- 
mel.

When you get tired of 
catching Pokemon ... 


THE FIELD MUSEUM 
CREATES ‘WARRIOR 
HUNT’ AROUND CITY

While many are obsessed with tracking 
down Pokemon, the Field Museum has cre- 
ated its own treasure hunt. 

The museum began giving out clues Tues- 
day on Twitter about the best spots in Chi- 
cago to spy life-size replicas of the real-deal 
terracotta “warriors” commissioned by Chi- 
nese Emporer Qin Shihuang thousands of 
years ago to guard his tomb after he died. 
The treasure hunt is a promotion for the 
Field Museum’s special exhibit “China’s 
First Emperor and Elis Terracotta Warriors,” 
where some of the original terracotta figures 
and two painted replicas are on display 

The first clue to find them marching 
around the city: “Where can the warriors get 
their ‘Daley’ dose of #Chicago culture?” 

If you guessed Daley Plaza, you’re correct. 
A group of six warrior replicas were found 
near the Picasso statue. They each weigh 450 
pounds and are 5 feet 8 inches tall, standing 
atop a 3-inch base, a museum spokesman 
said. 

Clue 2 was posted Thursday morning: 
“The warriors loved Pour Seasons at the Mu- 


seum, so they wanted to see another!” 

Pokemon Go has people walking around 
streets seeking cartoons displayed on a 
smartphone, but the Pield’s photos posted 
to Facebook and Instagram show that the 
replicas have been spotted around the city, 
posing outside the Shedd Aquarium and the 
Adler Planetarium, getting photobombed by 
Sue the T. rex inside the museum, standing 
on the grass at Soldier Field, admiring his 
own reflection in the Bean in Millennium 
Park and ready to play pingpong at Parson’s 
Chicken & Fish. Photos also show replicas 
with two deep-dish pizzas and a Chicago- 
style hot dog in hand. 

The warriors will be exploring the city 
through the end of July, according to the mu- 
seum. They won’t be marching to a new lo- 
cation every day There will be clues the day 
before they are on the move. 

The original terracotta warriors have been 
on display to the public since March at the 
museum, where they are set to stay until 
Jan. 8. The terracotta army was intended to 
protect Qin Shihuang’s tomb in the afterlife 
by guarding a burial complex built more than 
2,000 years ago. A farmer digging a well in 
1974 discovered a buried statue. It is estimat- 
ed that about 8,000 figures are buried at the 
site, according to the museum.

ONE OF CHICAGO’S BEST NEW OPENINGS

Buckwheat pasta a la chitarra 


I t could be worse. 

They could have named it Cuddle Bear’s or Bae’s. But thankfully, the 
six-man crew— Justin Furman (New fork’s defunct The Harrison), Tyrone 
Redic (Acadia), Virgil Abloh (Kanye West’s creative director), Ahmed Braimah 
(Underground), Andrew Miller (a branding PR strategist who favors giraffe-print 
shoes) and executive chef Charles Welch (Sepia) — settled on a less annoying term 
of endearment for their new West Loop restaurant. Honey’s. 


“It’s a nickname Justin and his wife share, 
but it’s also got a lot of meanings for us,” 
Welch said. “Thu know that saying ‘Thu catch 
more flies with honey than vinegar’? Every- 
one who comes in the door gets the best we 
can offer, a Httle bit of sweetness. That’s our 
standard.” 

I can appreciate that, but it’s stUl a curious 
name more fitting of a gentleman’s club or 
truck stop diner than the restaurant I recently 
visited. I guess I’m hung up on the name be- 
cause it’s just about the only detail this smart 
group of dudes overlooked. Still, Honey’s is 
one of the better openings of 2016. 

Colonial jungle bar meets 
Room & Board showroom 

The success of the new restaurant starts 
with a slick curated architectural vibe that 
inspires me in the same way many Hogsalt 
(Au Cheval, Bavette’s, Gilt Bar) spaces do. 
Located in the West Loop in the shadows of 
rusty elevated train tracks and bath fixture 
stores, you don’t expect much. In fact, you 
can barely find the place. There’s no sign, just 
a couple of classic porch light-style lanterns. 

Inside the doors, you’ll find a compressed. 


low-ceflinged room that feels cramped and 
even less promising than the curbside. But 
once the host whisks you into a two-story 
bar with white arches, gold hardware and a 
trove of liquor bottles gfinting in the fight 
that pours through the room’s huge triangu- 
lar-shaped skylight, the game is on. Servers 
and bartenders wear stylish white butcher- 
style jackets, Windsor-knotted black ties and 
black Vans tennis shoes trimmed with a wavy 
white stripe. 

Though it’s enclosed, the 
generous shimmery fight, 
gilded back bar and alabaster 
color scheme make the space 
feel like some kind of secret 
outdoor drinking lair, the kind 
of place James Bond would have 
somehow found while slipping 
behind enemy fines. 

The dining room is a bit more subdued, 
with milk chocolate-colored wood shelves 
filled with art, plates and architectural and 
cooking tomes. Dining tables are outfitted 
with curved Danish-style chairs, and there’s 
a smattering of half moon-shaped banquettes 
outfitted in a soft gray material. 


Savory and stylish 

Even more stylish than the room itself are 
the plates from Welch and pastry chef Alison 
Cates. Curls of hamachi (S18) are adorned 
with hazelnut snow; glistening caviar-like 
finger lime, pingpong paddle-shaped shiso 
leaves and jewel-toned flakes of dehydrated 
grapefruit fruit leather. While most chefs go 
crudo crazy and drench their fish in citrus, 
Welch refrains from marinating his hamachi. 
He relies on the finger lime to provide bursts 
of acidity, but the clean sea-kissed flavor of 
the firm-fleshed fish also shines through. 

I’m sort of a purist when it comes to 
oysters ($3 each). I favor a spritz of lemon or 
a touch of mignonette at most so that I can 
focus on the quality and flavor of the flesh. 
Welch lards his with tart mango vinegar, 
shaved macadamia, cucumber slivers and 
tiny mint leaves. It’s a crisp combination. 

The briny oyster flavor still cut through, but 
it was followed by a bracing 
tropical cocktail that whetted 
my appetite for the rest of the 
meal to come. 

A tangle ofhousemade 
buckwheat pasta showered with 
thyme butter, a sandy mound of 
crispy bread crumbs, pecorino, 
tiny morel mushroom rafts and purple thyme 
blossoms (S18 for half order, $28 for full) 
looked like a windswept beach scene. The 
noodles were chewy, and the richness of the 
morels and butter stirred my soul. 

Tiny verdant peas and curled pea shoots 
strewn about mahogany-colored half-domes 
of fava bean- and pea-stuffed falafel (S24)

are spiked with sharp champagne vinegar-, 
coriander- and cumin-marinated eggplant 
slices. The dish came out looking like an 
edible terrarium recreation of a forest floor. 
The acidity of the eggplant contrasted well 
against the rich creaminess of the peas and 
dollops of preserved lemon yogurt. 

“When I was growing up I used to eat a 
lot of preserved eggplant straight from the 
jar with my mom,” Welch said. “This dish is a 
hat tip to her. When she came in, I brought 
her out a little dish of the preserved egg- 
plant.” 

Sweet and savory 

Cates’ sweet offerings, which also feature 
sophisticated savory components, are just as 
beautiful and tasty as Welch’s plates. A wedge 
of honey semolina cake ($11) looked fike a 
sailboat spinnaker emerging from a froth- 
ing ocean of blueberry sorbet and tarragon 
ice cream. A chocolate tahini bar ($11) sat 
on a plate swooshed with date chutney and 
dripped with a melting oval of buttermilk ice 
cream whose tanginess foiled and rounded 
out the rich and bitter notes of the bar. The 
dish reminded me of the chocolate-covered 
Joyva Halvah bars my mother used to fill our 
fridge with (I still crave and procure them 
from Kaufman’s deli in suburban Skokie 
when I need a fix). 

Bottom line 

Honey’s dining room and bar are relaxed, but 
the food quality is so high that it feels fike an 
a la carte version of a prix fixe dining temple. 
Ultimately, Honey’s is one of the better new 
restaurants to open in Chicago this year.

Grenadine is not a dirty word, though it can 
be, when we’re talking about the cheap red 
syrup from the grocery store. That grenadine 
is made of corn syrup, red dye and shame. 
(Equal parts, more or less.) 

But housemade grenadine, basically a 
simple syrup of pomegranate juice and sugar, 
can be quite lovely, adding a touch of sweet- 
ness and brightness to drinks when used with 
a light hand. 

That’s the case at Arbella, the new cocktail 
lounge neighboring Tanta (from the same 
owners) in River North. There, bartenders 
team housemade grenadine with mezcal, 
ginger syrup and yuzu to make the pretty-in- 
pink La Coqueta, one of the most beautifully 
balanced drinks I’ve had in a while. Mezcal, 
a smoky spirit, tends to overpower, but not 
here. Same goes for ginger; used without 
care, it can be too potent, but here, it’s just 
a trace, playing seamlessly with the citrusy 
yuzu. In the end, what you get is a light.
